That there must be an increase of debt was very evident 
when the shower of August 22d had passed and left our high- 
ways impassable, and the cheaply built culverts, without proper 
foundations, swept away. With the $2,500 borrowed for the 
purpose, the highways were put in passable condition, with 
the exception of Chestnut mountain road, and five stone cul- 
verts laid in cement, with foundations of timber and plank, 
were built, which we have reason to think will stand the pres- 
sure of any ordinary freshet, judging from the service of one 
of the same description built in 1882, which stood intact, al- 
though the road bed was washed away along side of one of its 
walls to the width of over 20 feet, and a depth of 15 feet. The 
cost of the different culverts all covered with stone have been 
about as follows :

Of course, with the appropriation, it was not possible to re- 
build all the culverts in a substantial manner. Some were 
cheaply repaired, while others were bridged over temporarily. 
The failure of the one near Belden Bros.’ was not entirely due 
to the freshet. It was a wood structure, which had rotted 
away after being built 9 years. Previously—18 years ago—a 
brick culvert was built here without proper foundation, and 
since the brick culvert two wooden bridges have been built 


and decayed. 


BRIDGES, 

With the small appropriation of $300 for bridges, it was ev- 
ident that nothing could be done in the way of permanent im- 
provements. It has been necessary to rebuild 3 bridges across 
West Brook. One at Harvey Moore’s mill, where the old 
bridge fell of its own weight, has been rebuilt at a cost of 
$112.42. One below Chas. E. Bardwell’s saw mill, at a cost of 
$95.48. One at N. W. school house, at a cost of $41.67. 
Bridge near E. E. Sanderson’s, cost $21.66. Repairs on bridge 
at Belden Bros.’ paint mill, $12.50. Removing and making

temporary bridge on cross-road, $12.60. For plank and re- 
pairs on other bridges, $125.41. The condition of many of 
our bridges is very poor. Temporary bridges of cheap con- 
struction span many chasms on our highways, and we are con- 
tinually being called upon to pay damages occasioned by these 
horse traps. We were so wide of the mark last year that we 
will not attempt to make an estimate for necessary appropria- 
tions for bridges for the present year. 


PAUPERS. 

Our pauper expenses continue to be large—over $1,000. We 
now have six permanent ones and assistance has been required 
by several others. A legacy of nearly $300, left to Albert W. 
Judd, has found its way into our treasury; also, nearly $100 
from James Ahern, who concluded to return the aid rendered 
and seek a boarding place elsewhere.

The law requiring the town to furnish free school books has 
compelled the Committee to expend quite a large sum for 
books. They were unable to form a correct list of what would 
be needed for the year, and consequently they have a surplus 
on hand. The system has given satisfaction, and has not been 
abused, in no case has a book been wilfully injured or destroy- 
ed. There was on hand, and in the hands of the Committee 
$64.02 worth of books and supplies, and they have been ob- 
liged to expend the sum of $321.16. There is on hand about 
$160 worth of books, and a small appropriation of $100 will 
probably furnish books for the year 1885. 

The Committee have also placed in each school a set of maps 
costing in all $125, they fill a long felt want, and are apprecia- 
ted by both teacher and pupils. 

We would recommond the town to appropriate the sum of 
$1200 for common schools the same as last year. 

We would respectfully invite the parents to visit the 
schools, and to co-operate with the teacher. In this way the 
schools will attain a higher degree of excellency, and give each 
one a better idea of how their children are progressing. 

Less damage has been done to the school houses than is com- 
mon, but some of them are badly out of repair, and must be 
repaired before spring.
